By that 
time hundreds of passers by and villagers from adjacent 
villager had flocked round and the police found it difficult 
to take the arrested persons out of the huge crowd of about 
1000. Firing was ordered perhaps to extricate themselves 
from that threatening situation, with the result that 5 
Kisans including one female were shot dead on the spot. In 
the pell mell caused by the firing a number of officials 
also received injuries. One police constable and many 
other Kisans have also reoeived severe bullet wounds. 

Another police constable was severely beaten and he is in 
a precarioue condition. Many others who received minor 
injuries have fled away from the villages. First aid was 
ot tended to at Mandaaa hospital and they have been removed 
to Visag General Hospital for treatment. 

The Kisans conducted themselves peacefully throughout 
but the way in which they had obstructed the police from 
arresting the alleged offenders of taking them into custody 
is no doubt highly objectionable; but the situation at 
any stage did never warrant the opening of fire, it is 
clear that the authorities seemed to have acted with 
Indecent haste, v,,< " ■ ■■ . 

On hearing this shooting outrage the District 
Collector, District Superintendent of Police, with rein- 
forcement of 50 Reserve constables have arrived at Mandasa 
°n 2&d in the early hours of the day. They began to arrest 
every male member whom they can get hold of in the 
surrounding villages, in the result that all the male 
members excepting the females in the villages have fled to 
some unknown places in forests and hills. The police on 
the pretext of arresting the offenders are going to other 
villages also and striking terror in the hearts of the 
people. It is highly unjust and objectionable that the

Dear Comrade; 

There were long standing disputes between the 
Zarnlndar of Mantissa and the peasants over the question of 
forest permit fees. Recently the peasants got fuel from 
Budarslngi forest which is very near their Village. But on 
the report of the Estate officials that the fuel was brought 
from Mandasa forest, the Taluk Magistrate of Sompeta, with 
some police constables came to Gudarirajaraanipuram, to seise 
the property and to arrest the alleged offenders on 50th 
March 1940. The Rigans pleaded that they got the fuel from 
Budarslngi forest and also showed permits. All their efforts 
to prove their inno cense seem to have fallen on deaf ears 
of the officers who came there with a grim determination to 
effect arrests. 

The Talok Magistrate after sometime seemed to 
have reported to the Sub-Collector that he could not arrest 
and take than into custody and that he apprehended danger if, 
he persisted in his efforts to arrest them. The Dewan of 
Mandasa also 'is reported to have requisitioned by wire the 
presence of the Sub-Collector, Deputy Superintendent of 
Police and the help of the Police. Thereupon the Sub- 
Collector, Deputy Superintendent of Police, Inspector of 
Police, Tekkall, Sub- Inspector of Sompeta and a post of 
30 Constables came to Gudarlrajamanipuram, with loaded gone 
and revolvers on 1-4-40 at about 5 P,!I. and arrested 7 
Kisans. Feelings ran high and hundreds of Kisans , mostly 
women, prostrated themselves before the police and obstructed 
them from their men being taken into custody. The police 
with great difficulty could take the arrested persons a few 
100 yards from the village to a nearby field.
